It was with this idea in mind that 


-Mr. Abrams went o Oshkosh yester- 
day. He has had charge of the work 
for Martin since it started andi is 
thoroughly acquainted with it. 
He 


will have charge of the work for the 
city and will complete -the contract. 
He will return here by the first of 
the week with teams and equipments 
to rush the work to ' completion. 
Hook & Cummings of Belvidere and 
Cannon of this city will be notified 
to go on and complete the cement 
work .at once. 


The brick paving from Main street

Object! to the Word "Job." 


"What was your job at Harvard col-

lock, who committed suicide in Seattle, 
Wash., was president of the Cuyahoga 
Savings and Banking company at No. 
1461 Woodland avenue. Last Monday, 
'by order of the directors, the doors of 
the institution were closed. At that 
time Pollock had been absent from 
•the city for about ten days, and no 
clew to his whereabouts was obtained 
until a message announcing his sui- 
cide in Seattle came last night. 
The 


affairs of the company were placed In 
the hand of the American Trust com- 
pany, which was appointed receiver 
and ordered to take possession of all 
the property and conduct the business 
of the bank. 
One of the largest in- 


dustrial concerns

United States Carbon company, is in- 
volved through the action of the bank 
in closing its doors, and a receiver 
was appointed for that corporation. 
Expert accountants are at work on the 
books of the Cuyahoga bank.
